The general’s horse Alfred is also 
commemorated in Queenston with a 
1976 bronze statue displayed in a glass 
case off Clarence Street. The Niagara 
Parks Commission says on its web¬ 
site that Brock rode the horse on Oct. 
13, 1812 from Fort George to Queen¬ 
ston and tethered it so he could lead a 
charge on foot. Brock was killed, and 

Alfred to lead another charge. Man and 
horse were killed that day. 

In the heart of Old Town Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, playwright George Bernard 
Shaw stands on Queen Street in a foun¬ 
tain in the courtyard of Shaw Cafe and 
Wine Bar. He has a good view of the 
intermission crowds at Shaw Festival's 
Royal George Theatre across the street. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake is also home to 
a statue of John Graves Simcoe, the first 
lieutenant-governor of Upper Canada, 
in the park named after him. 

In Welland, furniture store founder 
Ablan Leon’s statue can be found 
in Chippawa Park. He is seated on 
a bronze couch in a living room that 
includes chairs and a coffee table near 
a rose garden.

Man hit with Taser during arrest

A man was hit with a Taser and two 
suspects were arrested, as Niagara 
Regional Police responded to complaints 
about a noisy party in the early hours of 
Friday morning. 

After repeated complaints about 
loud music, police say officers initially 
responded to the apartment complex 
near the intersection of Southworth 
and Navy Streets at about 9:10 p.m. last 
Thursday. 

Police say the loud music could be 
heard as from the roadway as officers 
arrived at the building, and the resident 
of the apartment was given a ticket for 
violating the city’s noise bylaws. 

Police were called back to the building 
at 3:30 a.m. Friday, again due to excessive 
noise complaints. But when the officers 
arrived for the second time, police say 


the apartment resident and his 15 party 
guests became aggressive. 

The two responding officers tried to 
arrest two men at the party, but when the 
suspects didn't co-operate additional 
officers responded to help. A conducted 
energy weapon, commonly called a 
Taser, was used by police while arresting 
one of the suspects.

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'Real significance’ to wine in grocery stores

The Niagara wine industry 
is applauding last Thursday's 
announcement from the provin¬ 
cial government that wine will be 
sold in up to 300 grocery stores 


across Ontario. 

Wine, beer and cider will be 
available for sale in 70 grocers this 
fan. 

“This is of real significance to 
our industry," said Patrick Gedge, 
president of the Winery & Grower 
Alliance of Ontario, based in Vine- 


land. 

“There is potential for us to grow 
the industry as a result of that... to 
grow the sale of Ontario wine, buy 
more Ontario grapes and increase 
our economic impact to the prov-

Ed Clark’s wine and spirits panel has 
called for existing wine retailers in gro¬ 
cery stores to be allowed to share check¬ 
out lanes. 

"Finally people in Ontario will be able 
to buy their wine and groceries at the 
same place, at the same time, at the same 
checkout,” Wynne said in a statement. 

Ontario began permitting beer sales in 
grocery stores in December. 

Clark did not recommend stand-alone 
booze stores, and some grocers will be lim¬ 
ited to Ontario-only VQA wine for the first 
three years. The new plan for alcohol sales 
still falls far short of what’s available in 
some other provinces and the U.S. 

“The government said, ’I don't want to 
blow up the LCBO, I don’t want to blow 
up The Beer Store, what I want is for them 
to be better,” said Clark. 

Gedge said his group worked with Clark 
and his team for the last year and a half 
to "ensure the changes provide growth 
opportunities for all segments of the 
Ontario wine industry.” 

Gedge described Clark's recommenda¬ 
tions as balanced. 

"We look forward to enhancing con¬ 
sumer access and exposure to Ontario 
wines through grocers in the province." 

Clark the important economic driver 
and growth potential of the Ontario wine 
industry that extends across agriculture, 
production, distribution, and tourism. 

“We consistendy advocated for a pro¬ 
gressive policy framework for the Ontario 
wine industry across three principles that 
would drive domestic industry growth, 
recognize investments already made, and 
ensure our ability to compete with the 
international wine market,” he said. 

Currently, wine is only sold at the LCBO 
and a select number of retailers, such as 
the Wine Rack. 

Richard Linley, president of the Wine 
Council of Ontario, also based in Vine- 
land, said the announcement is a “posi¬ 


tive first step in leveling the playing field” 
for Ontario VQA wineries. 

“The proposed approach will have 
a direct positive impact on the future 
of Ontario VQA wineries, leading to 
increased sales, growth and job creation 
in our industry," he said. "Future retail 
channels will also help complement our 
industry’s longstanding and important 
partnership with the LCBO.” 

According to the province, the bidding 
and authorization process for wine will be 
similar to the beer in grocery stores initia- 

To ensure fair representation of grocers 
and an equitable geographic distribution, 
the allocation criteria for wine will be sim¬ 
ilar to beer, with authorizations reserved 
for independent grocers and allocated 
across regions. 

In mid December, Food Basics on Mon¬ 
trose Road was named by the provincial 
government as one of the first 58 grocery 
stores across Ontario to seR beer. 

Food Basics in Niagara Falls was the 
only Niagara store listed in the first round 
of Ontario's committment to make it more 
convenient for people to buy beer. 

Ministry of Finance spokesman Scott 
Blodgett said grocers that currently sell 
beer can’t automatically sell wine. 

were successful in the 2015 afiocation 
would be able to bid for a new universal 
wine licence for their store to combine 
with their existing beer licence.” 

Blodgett said large grocers are able to 
transfer their existing beer authorizations 
to another of their stores within a region, 
“and so those grocers would participate in 
the competitive allocation process for the 
new universal wine and beer licences." 

Mark Bernhardt, a spokesman for Metro 
Ontario Inc., which owns Food Basics, 
said they’re pleased to hear of the wine 
announcement, “and we look forward to 
offering it in our stores. 

"We don't have information on which 
stores will sell wine yet, but will make that 
information available as soon as we’re 
able to,” he said.
